extras were heard being cried outside. 
Rev. Dr. Pierce remarked that this 
probably meant tile death of Wilson, 
At the end of his sermon an usher 
whispered the .news to him, and the 
whole congregation, including Mr. and 
Mrs. Coolidse bowed in silent prayer. 
The pastor then spoke briefly on the 
dead President. 


Dr. Edler, at his private camp on 


the Potomac 14 miles from Washing- 
ton, was listening in on his 
son's 


radio set when the news was flashed 
that Wilson, was dead. The chancel- 
lor of the German Embassy made no 
nJOve but remained silent for a 
few- 


minutes.
